San Francisco, Oct. 17.—Officials of 


the Southern Pacific railroad receiv- 
ed a report from C. H. Urown, sec- 
tlon foreman at Naples, Cal., giving 
details of the discovery of 30 sticks 
of dynamite under 
Cnlrtaii viaduct 


20 miles north of Santa liarbara, sev- 
eral hours before President Tail's 
train paused over the bridge en route 
to JXJH Angeles. 
The dynamite was 


found after the watchman engaged In 
a revolver battle with two men, who 
escaped. 


After the pair bad escaped In th« 


darkness, the watchman returned to 
the bridge and began an investiga- 
tion. 
Near the center of the span, 


lodged on one of the supports of the 
viaduct, he found the .'10 sMcks ot 
dynamite with a 10-foot fuse attached 
to one of the sticks. He left the find 
untouched, 
going 
Immediately 
to 


Santa Barbara and notifying tho of- 
ficials.

doubt thai the dynamite was placed 
to destroy the bridge, and that the 
probable killing of tho president of
